Tbo theory 
that tho muskallongo is simply an over- 
grown pike is no longer entertained by 
observant pisciculturist*) and anglers. 
Tho differences in their appuarpncu, nl- 
tboii";h they both belong to the same 
family, aro plainly marked. Tho pike 
U of a greenish color, with a long, ul- 
ligiUor-shapod head and under jaw, 
winch is filled from ono end to tho other 
vyith lung, sharp teeth. Tho nuiskal- 
longo is marked with black on his back, 
which color gradually fades and changes 
to a peculiar yellowish tingo on tho 
Hides, that, in turn, becoming a creamy 
whito on tho bolly. Ila head is largo, 
with ponderous jaws. Tho lower jaw 
does not project aa far as tho piko's or 
pickorcl'H uuil but half of it is nrmod 
with tooth. Tim pike, seldom grow to 
bo more than three feet long, and an 
eight-pounder is alargeone. The mus- 
kallongo has been known to grow to tho 
length of six foot, and to weigh eighty 
pounds. Those of tho St. Lawrence 
never attain that si/e, so far as is known, 
but in tho lakes of Michigan a "six- 
footer" is not uncommon. The waters 
of tho Upper Mississippi also abound in 
muskallongo of the larger .sire. 
A 


forty-pounder is no rarity in tho bt. 
Lawrcnco waters. 


The nngler who has never hooked n 


muskallongo, especially a largo one, 
does not know what exciting spoil with 
tlio rod is. Tho inuskallongu is the 
Uoliah of tho pike family, and his groat 
si/,e, strength and endurance, and hi.i 
Indies when hooked, entitle him to tho 
iHwition of monarch of game fishes 3Io 
is built for swiftness and for ofl'ensivi! 
warfare 
Ho is called to defend himself 


against no other fresh-water fish that 
swims, but hois tho native enemy of all, 
lioing literally, as llallock has called 
him, "a lietco ami dauntless marauder." 
Anglers who are expert in both salmon 
andinuskallongo fishing do not hesitate 
to say that the latter is much tho more 
cunning and determined in tho methods 
ho adopts to escape tho hook. Quick as 
tho salmon is, and ns sudden in his 
turnings, and whirlings, and leaping in 
maneuvering to break the angler s hold, 
the muskallongo is atdl quicker. Of 
superior strength, tho muskallongo can 
pull so much harder and leap so much 
higher than tho salmon that one of tho 
forjner woigliing eight pounds will give 
tho angler a longer, naruer, and more ex- 
hausting light than a twcnty-livo-pouiul 
salmon could possibly do. Tho salmon 
fiaherman knows what a twenty-five- 
pound denizen at the Rostigoncho or 
Soguenay can put angler, guide and 
boat through in the course of an averago 
struggle; lot him imagine, then, what u 
forty-pound nuiskitllonge could do for 
him in tho St. Lawrence. 


Tho rauskallongo in n panther in cun- 


ning nnil ferocity, and as ravenous a.s a 
wolf. Ho lays in wait for prey in tho 
weeds along tho shore tir.cl in places 
whore instinct teaches him that other 
fishes on which ho feeds pass to anil fro 
or congregate. Ho feeds, on his own 
kind as readily as on tho get of other 
specioa, for, like all tho pike family, his 
appetite is cannibalistic aa well as in- 
Raliablo. A favorite lurking place of 
tho musknllongo is in narrow channels 
connecting wider portions of a river or 
parts of a lake. lie catches tho lUh that 
pans to and fro in the confines of tho 
channel at a great disadvantage, and 
dashing from his hiding placo like a 
thunderbolt, seizes his prey with great 
ease and certainty. When lying in wait 
the muskallongo is ns motionless as a 
rock. Thoro is no more evidence of lifo 
•bout him, save an almost imperceptible 
and cautious working of tho gills and a 
gentle movement of a fin now and then, 
umn there is about tho log by tho sido 
of which ho may bo lying. But tho in- 
stant a pike, or a bass, or any living 
thing that will make a toothsome mouth- 
ful for him passes within sight, tho mo- 
tionless object darts with the velocity of 
B cannon-ball from its hiding-place, and 
what It aimed to seize it seldom fails to 
strike. 


The greed and pugnacity of the pik9 


family is proverbial, a pike a foot long 
having no hesitancy in attacking a fish 
of a less bellicose species three times its 
size, and the greed and courage of the 
muskallongo nro in proportion to its di- 
mensions, A locnlfSt. Lawrence Biyor 
angler relates 
lAWfeho was fishing 


for muskallongo 'Wraf' "skittering" a 
minnow 
in TJooso' Bay. This 
is 


a favorite method of angling for this 
fifth, and is tho farnilar, old-fosliioned 
stylo of pickerol fishing on tho small 
ponds of this and other States, except 
that the minnow used is much larger, 
and the tackle proportioned to tho pow- 


erfnl gome it Is expected tokfl^andthaj 
etill more important exception-tbatw&q 
rod is long, slender aad clastk), to 
make tho sport more enjlyabta ami 
scientific. As tho minnow was being 
skittered along on the edge of a weed* 
spot it was seized by a email mrmVuf- 
louge, which was hooked. The ftot*»H 
man had drawn the fish within, flro 
feet of tho boat when suddee*p it was. 
seize by one many times larger, wttch! 
rushed to the top ot the water MM) Tioroj 
tho smaller one away under the very 
noses of the occupants of the boat 
Tho largo ruuskallongo rushed back, 
into deep water, ana soon gorged ita 
victim. After a long fight.it w»a landed 
In tho boat. Tho smaller fish was in its 
throat, and the minnow was ID the 
throat of the smaller fish, which 
weighed over five pounda. The big 
muskallonge was a thirty-pounder. 


Trolling and skteteering are the best 


methods tor catching muskallonge. 
Still fishing is not attended with e<xxf 
results, as tho largo fish are but seldom 
caught in that way. It Is illegal to 
spear or net the muskallonge, but it Ii 
its Own protection generally against 
both tho spear and the net, its canning 
and agility being almost Invariable a 
match for tho skiU of those who bring 
tho illegal methods against it. The 
man who succeeds in spearing; a musk- 
nllongohas earned the prize, no matter 
if it bo gained by a barbarous practice. 
It is related by a woll known angler 
for muskallongo that in a pool where a 
number of theso lish of the largest size 
woro known to lurk some fishermen de- 
termined to draw a soin, as an effort to 
catch any of tho fish by legitimate 
moans had failed. The seine was drawn 
through this pool time and time again, 
but not a muskallonge was tnkon. The 
anjilcr who relates tho incident took bis 
position in a boat, and, holding by ono 
of the buoya of tho seine, waa drown 
after it over the surface for tbo purpose 
of investigating how tho fcsh managed 
to'eludo tho not. Lying with hia face 
closo to tho water, he says, ho could see 
tliu lish on tho bottom plainly, and 09, 
tho not approached them they plowed' 
their wcilgo-shapod heads in the sand, 
and made a passage under tho selu along, 
tho bottom of tho pool. 


In trolling for muskallonge, throo 


hooks tied on a strong copper-wire 
fcncll, eight or nine inches apart, at tho 
end of sixty or seventy feet ot line, are 
used. The temerity of the fish renders 
it unnecessary for tho troll to bo aa far 
away from tho boat as when trolling 
for bass. A bright spoon-troll is used 
by many fisherman, whilo others claim 
that tho minnow is most killing. Tho 
boat must bo rowed sharply, and tbo 
speed doubled when a fish is hooked. 
Much doponds on tho skill and dexterity 
of tho man at tho oars in successfully 
landing a muskallonge if the fish is a 
big one. The writer had a guide who 
socmcd to attach more importance to 
recounting past exploits of his own 
in killing muskallonge than he did to 
furthering tho present efforts ot fate em- 
ployer in tho sarno lino, and the latter 
had tho pleasure of losing the only fish 
ho hooked in the day's fishing ho was 
enabled to enjoy—a muskallongo that 
>yould havo tipped the beam at twenty- 
fivo pounds at least. Ho jumped sev- 
eral times from tho water at least ton 
foot clear and shook his head in vari-j 
ous efforts to release himself from tho 
hook, whilo his eyes glared like a 
Ho was reeled neany whhln roach of 
tho gaff-hook, when too man at the oor^ 
had bis attention attracted to something 
else. Tho boat swayed round. 
Tho 


lino slackened, and the infuriated tfisb 
turned like a Hash and darted down 
stream. There was an instant's slow- 
ing up in his speed as the lino waa 
again drawn taut, and then ho went on, 
leaving the angler a semi-circular piece 
of his jaw as a memento of tho day.— 
Clayton (N. Y.) Car. N. Y. Kmea.

waiter, twenty francs from tho cook, 
'ten francs from a cabby who may have 
'driven him throe or four times, and 
then five francs from anybody to get a 
'dinner or breakfast with. All taste for 
'honest industry leaves you, honor even 
takes wings and finally you aro slighted 
by your friendd and vilified by thosu 
you have served." 


"You havo won and lost largo 


amounts during the past two years, 
'have you not, Mr. DontschP" 


"Yes; my differences in two years 


have been 'fully four million francs— 
that is, I havo won i^uito two million 
and lost over two million." 


"How much of this wont for percent-, 


agos to the clubs?" 
"Well, I should think that at least 


our hundred thousand or fivo hundred 
housand went into tho clubs as percent- 
ages. It is only a question of time 
when the entire capital of a player 
mnst bo consumed by the proprietors ot 
clubs, and the various fees, etc., nec- 
essary. Play at Paris cluba means cer- 
ain ruin if a man (keeps at it long 
enough. They must in time ruin every 
man who plays at them, and they will 
finally consume all the capital or drive 
awav tho capitalists." 
"What do you moan by ruining all 


tho players?" 


'1 mean simply this: Tako ten play- 


ers each with ton thousand francs, or 
five hundred louis. 
They tako alter- 


nately banks each of an average of lifty 
iouis, which costs two louis to tuo canette 
lor each bank. Now they can deal iifty 
>anks a day, which makes one hundred 
louis to tho canetto, and thus in a cer- 


number of days easily calculated 


lie entire party must have lost tlio en- 
ire sum they wont in with. Outside of 
ills, the taxes aro terrible. In tho 
irst place there aro tlio dues of 
tho 
club; 
second, the 
man who 


deals a bank at baccarat of ten louis 
must give one louis to the house, or ton 
aer cent of tho original investment, 
tf ho loses, tho players against him win 
!>ut nine louis. If he wins but 
one 


louis in his bank, tlio players havo 
lost two louis, and tho banker wins noth- 
ing. 
Then if a man hus occasion to 


a«K credit at tbo oaisso ho has to pay 
ono louis per day for every fifty louis ho 
lias lost. 


•The charges at ccarto at tho clubs 


are oven worse. Five francs have to bo 
paid for each pass, so that it is easily 
possible for two plaj ors to play and both 
lose. I have played with a gentleman 
forty-six games at one louis a game. 
My opponent won twenty-two and I 
won twouty-four times 
At the_ finish, 


therefore, I had won two louis from 
my friend, but wo had paid fivo francs 
for each pass—1 paying six louis alto- 
gether and my friend livo and a half 
louis, so that the net loss was nino 
aud a half louis. 1 lost four louifa and 
my friend seven and a half. 


"There is no chunco for any onn un- 


less he has a remarkable run of luck 
and then stops. But who will do this? 
fto one hus a right to play except tlio 
man with unlimited capital aud tho 
man with nothing." 


"Besides tho proprietors of clubs, 


somo of tho servants in tho gambling 
rooms Jiavo made largo sums, liavo they 
not?" 


"Yes; 
there is a garoon at a club in 


Paris who, twelve or fourteen years ago, 
was an ordinary servant at a hundred 
francs a month. By small loans of a 
louis or iifty francs, charging tremen- 
dous interest to players, ho built up n 
fortune valued at from four 10 seven 
million francs. 
Ho drives lino horses, 


has coachmen aud footmen, a .splendid 
hotel, and .somo ot tlio muit priceless 
pictures in Franco "

interest on tho subject nf his experience, 
nnd with expressions of hope for the fu-

came nicety; another sews the parts 
together with wax thread, the thread 
pausing through a heated metal horn, 
which keeps it soft and warm; yet 
another imitates hand sowing with yel- 
low thread, leaving an extended sole, 
which is afterward beveled to look 
pretty. The merit of this machine is 
that tbe shoes it sows are pliable aijd 
easy to tho foot, and bring a good price. 
This does its work in eleven seconds. 


The heels are made separately, and 


when finished havo all the nails pro- 
jecting half an inch below the bottom of 
the lower sheet of leather. A convict 
puts one of these heels into a metal cup 
in a press of great power, and over that 
he rests a shoe in the right position. 
Then comes down a great bar and 
squeezes the heel and shoo together, 
driving every other nail all the way in, 
and leaving everv other nail sticking a 
little way out 
He takes the shoe out, 


E 


uts a pretty heel tap in, puts the shoe 
ack, submits it to the pressure, and 


then withdraws it and hnds tho tap 
firmly nailed, with the nails not quito 
through the tap, which presents a 
smooth, unbroken surface. The heel- 
shaving machines present to the heel a 
set of rapidly revolving knives, shaped 
to make a straight heel or n guttered 
one, or oven a lady's French heel. An- 
other machine cuts the front of the 
heel square, and another trims and 
smooths the edge of the sole. The edge 
of tho sole and the sides of the heel are 
blackened, and the edge is put under a 
hot iron about the size of a fat chestnut 
Tho iron moves to and fro with incredi- 
ble rapidity, in imitation of the motion 
of the cobblers, who used to do the work 
by hand. A largo iron, also heated by 
a gas jet, does the same thing for the 
heel, and does it under such pressure 
that cracks and unevennesses in tho 
heel aro smoothed over, filled up and 
concealed. 


Somo shoo uppers have eyelet holes 


instead of button boles. There is a ma- 
chine in tho prison for doing this work 
It has two steel rods close to one an- 
other, and while one punches the holes 
tho other inserts tho eyelets, which run 
down a little gutter, right side up, ex- 
actly into placo to fix the punctures in 
tho" leather, and to have the edges 
squeezed over by tho other rod and the 
piece that fits upon it Twenty years 
ago shoemaking machinery performed 
only one-half this work, and did that 
roughly. Now the shoes mado in Crow 
Hillprison aro such as most persons 
wear, and arc in all respects shapely, 
presentable nnd well finished. Some ol 
them retail at four or fivo dollars a pair. 


In this prison, side by side with the 


scum of humanity, reputable men anc 
girls are employed. There aro proba- 
'bly two hundred girls in the female 
prison, who live in Brooklyn, come 
every morning, nnd aro free to go home 
whenever they present a certain tickol 
at the prison door. The Warden, who 
is, in all probability, not consulted, 
since these persons work for tho con 
tractors, was asked what ho thought 
was the effect of such surroundings upon 
tho youths of good morals. Ha repliet 
that there used to be a general feclinf 
that tho arrangement was improper am 
•dangerous, but it has not proved so 
Outside free labor has been employed in 
Crow Hill eleven or twelve years, am 
of all the hundreds who havo thus eom 
<laily to tho prison, not one has ever 
been sent there as a prisoner. Tho 
outsiders do not havo anything to d< 
with the prisoners. They Kit apart, ant 
Tiovor, under any circumstances, speal 
«. word to tlio convicts.—-American Cul- 
tivator.

Six Pairs of Shoes a Minute. 


A cobbler takes half a day to solo and 


heol n pair of shoos. In Crow Hill IVn- 
itentiary a few hundreds of men and 
women stnrt with the raw niatoiial and 
turn out throe thousand and eight 
'hundred pairs of shoes in ten hours, or 
more than six pairs of shoes a minute. 
The men and women havo little to ilo 
with it 
Machines do tho work, and 


need only to bo fed, started and 
stopped; all the fine and ingenious woi k 
ol building a beautiful shoe they do, one 
part at a time and one machine to each 
part. For instance, tho first machine 
cots tho solea out of the leather. It is 
nothing but a punch fitted with a knife 
the shape of a shoo sole. 
Dift'erent- 


fiizod knives out out anything from a 
baby's to a plantation darky's size. 
Cuttingout tho soles loaves the sheets of 
leather in tatters. Tho biggest tatters are 
used for heels; tho smallest make fuel. 
Leather scraps make as good a furnace 
fire as coal does. Tho next machine 
splits a thin slice of tho upper surface 
of the sole a little way from the edge all 
'around, so that it looks as if a thin 
.sheet had been pasted on to'the sole, 
'leaving tho edges impasted. Under 
this loose edge a machine presses a little 
potter or channel, in which the nailing 
o^ sewing is ^done, and afterwards hiiT 
'den by pasting the loose edge over il 
when tho upper is attached. 


At thn same moment other convicN 


are cutting uppers out of sheets ol 
dressed ealtakin. They lay patterns on 
tbe skins and thus cut the needed sizes. 
This is done by hand, bnt the lining!) 
are sewed to the uppers, and the button-- 
holes are put through both leather and 
linings by machinery. The buttonholes 
are stitched by automatic machines, con- 
sisting of a sewing machine having un- 
der the needle a little plate which turns 
exactly in accordance with the outlines 
of the buttonhole, and stops when tlio 
buttonhole is finished. One man feeds 
several machines, starts them and docd 
not touch them while thev are at work. 
After this the soles and uppers come 
into the hands of one set of convicts, 
the lastene and tackers on, who put tho 
two together with a very few small 
tacks. ^These people all work like 
lightning, but they are slow beside the 
machinery. 


The soles and uppers are firmly joined 


In several ways. One machine puts in 
brass screws and bites them off eiactlyl 
M the right distance between the upper) 
«nd tinder surface of the leather; 
(another drives im an iron screw with tha
